wutor column suggests that the school embroglio nt 
BrijUnnwi may not follow the reasonably familiar pattern of 
a atom blowing: up and then just as quickly subsiding. 
_, Mechanically, the battle has been resolved to a certain 
QtRLM. 


Earlier in the week the school board rescinded a previous 


resolution calling for the immediate ouster of the high 
•enool principal whom some of the board members feel is 
jazzing up the Bridgman system at too fast a clip, 
" His is now free to finish out his contractual obligation 
through the balance of the 1966-67 term. 


The incision gets the board back on former legal ground 


than it had taken a few weeks ago and keeps the system 
tmm being blacklisted by the powerful Michigan Education 
Association and some other associations populated by school 
administrators. 


It does not, however, as "Goosy, Goosy Gander," implies, 


settle the deeper argument as to what kind of educational 
programming shall be controlling. 


Ever since John Dewey, the patron saint of the public 


school educators, declared better than a half century ago 
that learning by rote is no learning at all, this programming 
has been under wide experimentation. 


We, at a few years past the mid century mark, passed 


through a mixture of what Dewey protested and what he 
advocated. 


Spelling bees and the pronunciation of words were a daily 


stint in the lower grades. Manual training was a required 
course for one year in the junior high school level, Home 
economics was similarly demanded of the girls. High school 
branched off into a rather wide variety of electivea, aimed in 
two opposing directions; trade school for some and college 
prepartory for others. 


After we had been graduated, and the schools had 


weathered the rigors of the 1930 depression, many systems 
moved strongly to a super Deweyism which, so. as far we 
could ever make of it, went on the theory that it is not so 
important to know something as is to be able to look it up in 
» source book. 


This produced an interesting type of graduate, one who 


could not spell or piece together a. coherent sentence and to 
whom simple addition and subtraction was agony itself. We 
recall th« frantic struggle right after World War II in 
finding a stenographer who could transcribe into under- 
standable terms what she had first taken in symbolic form 
from dictation. Even the dictaphone failed in this regard. 


We accept the word of our Society Editor who once taught 


school in this progressive era that the worst of that 
superficjal training has been discarded. 


Sputnik I did-more than shake the Eisenhower Adminis- 


tration. It raised a positive furor that the entire American 
system was woefully weak in scientific training. As a result, 
the courses in many high schools today would stop Tom 
Edison in his tracks should he return to try Bis hand at 
them. 
. Aside from the economics of any programming (how 
much can a given district afford to provide its students), the 
nub of the argument at Bridgman is whether to enter into 
this educational experimentation or remain outside of it. 


'Goosy, Goosy Gander" humorously portrays the folly of 


departing a steady course for uncharted paths merely for 
the sake of so doing. Its author, in a side note to us, writes, 
m effect, that old fashioned does not necessarily imply 
inadequacy. 
* This is true and we only wish his ideas could be inscribed 
on some of the public buildings in Washington. 


The other side of the coin is the danger of persistence 
turning into dogma out of step with the times. 


Graduation from high school is not the distinction it was a 


generation or two ago. A college degree is now regarded as 
the minimum in open sesame to better things in life. Among 
the trades a training school certificate holds a comparable 
position. 


Since the ivy halls and the technician's school call the tune 


^ana they are singing in the experimental key, the secondary 
•schools are being forced to enter the same maelstrom. Those 
with hold back will be sending out disadvantaged graduates. 


Old vs.^new" is a perennial split of opinion in any human 


endeavor. It is an unfortunate seizing upon of a symbolism 
to decide whether any modification should be adopted. 


The partial rejection of that super progressivism mention- 


ed above shows that the merit of an idea depends upon its 
intrinsic value, not its aging. 


Another peril in measuring an idea is the prestige and 


reverence personally attaching to its advocate or its opponent. 


. From this distance it strikes us there has been an 
overdose of the latter in the Bridgman dispute. 


Georgia's Governor 


Georgia's procedure of having its legislature pick a 


governor -when no candidate receives a majority of the 
popular vote "is as old as the nation itself." 


IB pointing: this out, the U.S. Supreme Court has issued 


a reminded that Georgia has simply adapted a. clause of the 
federal Constitution which directs the House of Representa- 
tives to choose a president when no candidate receives a 
majority of the electoral votes. 


The court has thus ruled that Georgia has as much right 


to settle deadlocks in this manner as has the federal 
government. This implies endorsement for matching clauses 
in two other state constitutions, and suggests the court 
would also uphold the 38 other states which do not require 
majority votes but have the legislatures settle ties. 


This still left a complaint that Georgia's legislature is 


"badly" apportioned, and hence not representative. The 
court settled that by citing its own decision of last May 16, 
which held that the 1965 reapportionment, currently in 
effect, remains valid until May 1, 1968. 


What it all comes down to in Georgia, of course, is that 


Lester G. Maddox will probably be named to the governor's 
chair. He only ran for governor because of his war with the 
White House, so this is anything but good news for 
President Johnson.

who may not know what whip- 
lash injury is, let me first 
explain what' causes it.

ped suddenly your neck and 
body were thrown back almost 
with the speed of a whip. A 
tremendous strain was suddenly 
forced onto the muscles of the 
neck and the back. 


If we were able to look inside 


the muscles, at that time, we 
would find the fibers to be torn 
and 
there 
would be 
many 


hemorrhages into the 
tissue. 


There would also be irritation 
of the nerves which come out of 
the bony spiral canal in the 
back and in the neck. 


If the severity of the injury !» 


great enough there can also be 
permanent damage to the spinal 
column itself. These changes 
are all included in the term 
whiplash. 
'• 


The feeling of pain, tingling, 


numbness, weakness and heavi- 
ness is indeed a very real 
aftermath 
of an injury like 


yours. When your doctor made 
the diagnosis of whiplash be 
knew that the changes in .the 
neck couh} either be. temporary 
or permanent. 
. Unfortunately, the courts are 
filled with whiplash claims that 
are based on real and some- 
times imaginary complaints. It 
is probably for this reasn that 
you were given the feeling that 
your very real discomfort fell 
into the "you too" classification 
of whiplash. 
' In defense of the position of 
the insurance adjuster let me 
say that some claims have no 
basis in fact. A real medical 
condition, h o w e v e r , is not 
denied by them, especially when 
there is X-ray and neurological 
confirmation of your injury. 


Doctors are very guarded in 


their prognosis of how long the 
discomfort will last. It has been 


i their 
experience 
that 
some 


cervical neuralgias can be tracr 
ed to a whiplash accident that 
may have occurred many years 
ago and long forgotten. 


Indeed you have a right to 


your discomfort and, more es- 
pecially, you have a right to be 
treated medically until such 
time as yon are again returned 
to complete health.

CONTRACT BRIDGE . . .

You are the dealer, both sides 


vulnerable, and have opened 
One Heart. Partner responds 
One Notrump. What would you 
bid now with each 
of the 


following four hands? 


2. i>KQ75 
3. 4A6 VAQJ9652 +T.4.KQ3 
4. 4AJ3 »AQJ7 +Jfl +KQ83 


1. Pass. Before discussing the 


rebid after partner responds one 
nbtrump, it might be best to 
first try to pinpoint what is 
indicated by the notrump re- 
sponse. In general, the respond- 
•er has a balanced hand with 6 
to 9 high-card points. 


Starting with this as a base, it 


is clear that game is in this 
deal is highly unlikely. While it 
is true that partner may have 3 
points, even this optimistic view 
leaves us a point short of the 26 
ordinarily 
needed for game. 


Moreover, since partner may 
also have 6, 7, or 8 points, any 
advance beyond one no - trump 
will jeopardize the part score 
likely to be made by passing. 


There is no good reason to 


think that two hearts will be 
easier to make than one no- 
trump. A pass is therefore best 
on all counts. 


2. 
Two spades. This rebid, 


being a reverse, shows a power- 
ful hand ant] strongly urges 


partner to,bid again. Whenever 
the opener bids two touching 
suits in reverse order (that is, 
when the lower-ranking suit is 
named first), he shows at least 
a 17-point hand. The intention is 
to go on to game if partner 
supports hearts or spades, and 
to bid three clubs if partner's 
rebid is two nolrump.

We could 
go down, of course, if partner 
has the wrong type of hand, but 
this is a worthwhile risk to 
take. 


4. Two notrump. i Since there 


is no way of knowing whether 
partner has 6, 7, 8, ur 9 points, 
all we dan do at the moment is 
invite a game without actually 
bidding it. A two notrump bid in 
this sequence shows a balanced 
hand with 17, 18, or ID points. 
In general, it asks partner to go 
on to'three notrump with 8 or 9 
points, and to pass with 6 or 7
